PURPOSE: To obtain the title composition improved in conductivity, transparency, 
solvent resistance, and marring resistance by mixing a specified siloxane poly- 
mer and a solvent. 

CONSTITUTION: A tetraalkoxysilane having a 1-5C alkoxide and antimony oxide 
in an amount of 0.00001-0. lmol per mol of the silane are dissolved in a solvent. 
Water is added dropwise to this solution to cause hydrolysis and condensation 
at 50-100°C, giving a siloxane polymer doped with antimony. This polymer 
is mixed with a solvent (e.g. ethyl alcohol) to give the title composition having 
a solid content of at least 0.01 wt.%. This composition is applied to a base 
material and cured by heating at 120°C or higher for at least lOmin, thus giving 
a conductive coating film preferably having a thickness of 40/im or less. 
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
